Announcement was made yesterday
afternoon at the office of the Retail
Merchants' Association that those desiring-to take part must make reservationsnot later than 10 o'clock tomorrowmorning at the office of the association.The cost per person is $5,
which will include all of the expenses

To Make an Early Start.
The cars will be lined up at The Star

building and at the appointed hour the
pilot car will give the signal and the
caravan of motor cars will proceed out

Pennsylvania avenue through the
southeast section of the city in the directionof southern Maryland. The first
stop will be made at Clinton, Md., where
the "boosters" are scheduled to arrive
at 8:45 o'clock. From there the run
will be continued to the town of T. B..
the arriving time being 9:30 o'clock.

President C. H. Ellis of the LouisianaMotor League admits that way

uniformity in the handling of traffic,
while from many other sections of
country the communications make
clear that the time has arrived for
comprehensive attention.

executive board came an invited committeefrom the Society of Automobile
Engineers, which has been at work
for some time on the subject of glaringheadlights. While the engineers
have not come to a finality upon all
the details, their spokesman supplied
information which would seem to assurea complete answer in the comparativelynear future.
In the matter of right of way, the

consensus of the meeting was in favor
of a plan which would provide that a
vehicle give way on the right or on
the left to an approaching vehicle,
eliminating any north-south versus
east-west regulation or giving through
traffic on the main arteries the advantage.In New Jersey and Maryland
the state law now includes a right of
way to vehicles approaching an the
left, while in many states north-south
traffic has precedence.
Chairman Yellott says he is hopeful

that he may be able to submit a reportwhich will be available for the an
nual legislative period in a large nun*
her of states.

SES A LARGE SAVING
IN PREPARED TRACKS

Whole Roadways Now Must Be Repaired,Says Francis
M. Hugo.

"There is an interesting: parallel ir
regard to road construction in thif
country in the history of railways,'
says Francis M. Hugo, secretary oi
state of New York. "When at first
locomotives and coaches were small,
light iron rails lasted for quite a time,
being considered sufficiently strong.
But when the demands of traffic necessitatedthe use of heavier rolling stock
and locomotives steel rails began to be
used, until they have now entirely
superseded the old iron rails of some

fifty years ago. Gradually also steel
rails have become heavier and heavier
in sections, until at present in some of
the best railway systems sections
weighing over 100 pounds to the yard
are used, and it is admitted that these
are none too heavy for the fast and
hr-avv traffic whirh thfv have tn hear
"Pursuing this parallel, it may he

asked whether, in consequence of the
changed character of road traffic, more
and more mechanical and greater in
volume, there should not be a radical
revision of the system so that at least
on main roads the most permanent
form of surface be adopted. Certainly
something stronger and more durable
than ordinary road metal Is needed to
bear the extra strain.

SETS NEW IOWA RECORD
IN PACKARD TWIN SIX

W. J. Barndollar Crosses the State In

Eight Hours and Thirty-Nine
Minutes, Elapsed Time.

W. J. Barndollar of Des Moines, la.,
has just established a new road record
across that state between Council
Bluffs and Davenport, which record has
changed hands from time to time for
several years past. Barndollar drove
a Packard twin six seven-passenger
touring car, with top and windshield
up, carrying five passengers, without
any preparation, without anything
"special" about the car. across the
state, a distance of 346 miles, in eight
hours and thirty-nine minutes total
elapsed time. The average speed was

40 miles an hour. At times the speedometerregistered seventy-four miles
an hour.
More than 600 motor cars and horsedrawnvehicles were passed in making

the trip. In every city, town or villagethe car slowed down to meet the
legal speed limit. Eighteen minutes
were consumed In one stop for gasoline,
The fastest train on the Rock Island

railroad crosses the state by a more
direct route in eight hours and fifteen
minutes, twenty-four minutes less than
Barndollar's time.

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AGREE ON A STANDARD
OF AUTOMOBILE TERMS

Engineers Hope System Will Avoid
Confusion and Do Away With

Many Delays.

NEW YORK, October 14..Standard
Automobile nomenclature has been announcedby the Society of Automobile
Engineers. A committee of the organisationdeveloped this list of uniform names
for motor car parts after meetings with
engineering and service representatives
>f some of the leading American manufacturers,and the resulting standardisationof names and terminology is expectedto eliminate many delays common
n parts replacement and to make forNearness and brevity generally. The sosietyasserts that a lack of a commonmd accurately understood automobile
anguage has been a barrier in internationalbusiness.
Nineteen divisions of the automobile,from cylinders to bodies and accessories,

ire set forth, these classes being dividedinto nearly seventy specific groups, withthe groups subdivided so extensively thatbetween 600 and 700 separate parts arenamed.
The bodies of cars are standardizedInto sixteen types, the list describing theiifferences which distinguish roadsters,coupes, touring cars, sedans, limousines,andauleta and other varieties. The run was not made without excit-

ng incidents. A tire was punctured whilehe car was traveling fifty-five miles anlour, throwing it broadside into a culvert.Co serious damage was done and the menvere unhurt. The car dropped into a>itch-hole in the road, breaking the radi-.tor hose connection, which Riley's comtariionrepaired temporarily as the carvas making forty miles an hour. Rileynade the last eight miles at slow speed,>wing to a flat tire.

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TRACTORS HURT ROADS,
CAUSING COMPLAINTS

Means Are Suggested Whereby Sit
uatlon May Be Met.Larger

Fines One Proposal.

The injury done to improved road* b:

complaint by highway officials every
where. Not long ago ttfe hlghwa
commissioner ot Pennsylvania took vtg
orous action against two owners o

such tractors, and a little later th
California highway commission flne<
a man $15 for Injuring a state road ii
this way. On the other hand, tractor
and self-propelled thrashers are valu
able aids to agriculture, and their us
is being encouraged by all authoritle
on farming. It Is evident that the;
cannot be kept off the highways with
out detriment to the class of peopl
for whose benefit highways are pri
marily built, according to most econo
mists. Consequently there are tw
things that must be done to meet thi
situation.
The first is to cee that the tractor

are provided with cleats or other suit
able attachments for the wheels, s
that when they roll over improve
roads there ere no ribs, bolt heads o
other projections to injure the surface
Such attachments are now furniehe
with most tractors, and their use i
explained in the book of instructio
furnished with each machine. Manu
facturers of tractors recently assure
the highway commissioner of Pennsyl
vania that there Is no reason for
tractor to injure an Improved road
the accessories to prevent injury ar
used.
